CHEERING NEWS 


A happier and encouraging pic¬ 
ture for the New Year are the 
figures on saving the lives of men 
W'ounded in battle in World War 
II. Rear Admiral Ross T. Mc- 
Intire, Navy’s Surgeon General, 
recently told the medical students 
of Northwestern University that 
the Russians claim an astound¬ 
ing record in saving the wounded 
—only 1.5 per cent, exclusive of 
those killed in battle, die of their 
wounds. For the U. S., the re¬ 
cord is even better, though on a 
smaller scale. On Guadalcanal, 
less than 1 per cent have died, 
compared to 7 per cent in WoHd 
War I. In one specific type of 
wound, the {percentage is amaz¬ 
ing—only 5 per cent die as 
against 70 per cent to 80 per 
cent in World War I. 

Nothing could be better news 
except the end of the war. The 
donors of blood plasma have the 1 
intense satisfaction of realizing 
that their sacrifices in this re¬ 
gard are really doing what they 
hope—helping to save the lives of 
the boys. The Guadalcanal doc¬ 
tors treat men while they are 
still on the field, wherever pos¬ 
sible, in order to prevent the ef- 
'fects of shock, infection, and de¬ 
lay.- Like Russian soldiers, our 
men are flown to the hospital, 
which for Guadalcanal is “severel 
hundred miles away”, on another 
Island. The use of airplanes for 
ambulances is a tremendous ad¬ 
vantage in gaining time. 

Due to these splendid advances 
in medical treatment, many a 
boy will return home who might 
otherwise have died. One loss of 
life is too many, but there is 
deep sati.sfaction in knowing that 
the final total in loss of life for 
the wounded, will be far less 
new, than in World War 1.
